Malcolm X, 39, the militant 
black nationalist leader, was 
shot to death Feb. 21 while 
he was addressing 400 fol- 
lowers in the Audubon Ball- 
Iroom, W. 166th St, and Broad- 
way. 

One suspect, Thomas Hagan, 
alias Talmadge Ha yer, 22, of 
Paterson, N. J., was shot and 
wounded by one of Malcolm’s 
S bodyguards and captured by 
’police outside the ballroom. 

On March 3, the police said 
'they had solved the case with 
the arrest of two Muslim “en- 
forcers,'’ Korman 3X Butler, 
2S, of 661 Rosedale Ave., and 
- Thomas 15X Johnson, 30, of 
932 Bronx Park South, both of 
the Bronx. 

Johnson and Butler were

■Of all the national Kef re leaden in this Country, 
Uie one who was known uniquely for hit militancy, 
intransigence, and refusal to be the liberals’ front- 
man has been shot down. This new political assas- 
sination is another indicator of the rising currant 
of irrationality and individual terrorism which the 
decay of our society begets. Liberal reaction ii pre- 
dictable, and predictably disgusting. They are, of 
Cootae, opposed to assassination, and some may even 
contribute to the fund for the education of Mai- 
•aka’a children, but their mourning at the death of 
the head of world imperialism bad a considerably 
.greater ring of eincerity than their regret at the 
snurder of a black militant who wouldn't play their 
game. 

Black Muslims? 

The official story is that Black Muslims kilted Hal- 
coUn, But we should not hasten to accept **»'» to 
date unproved hypothesis. The New York Police, 
for example, had good eause to be afraid of Malcolm, 
and with the vast resources of blackmail and coer- 
cion which are at their disposal, they also had ample 
opportunity, and of course would have little reason 
to /ear exposure were they Involved. At the — 
time, the Muslim theory cannot be discounted out 
ot hand because the Muslims are not a political 
group, and in aubetituting religion for science, and 
color mysticism for rational analysis, they have .a 
worldview which .could encompass the efficacy and 
awramy <rf assassination. A man who has a .direct 
Praline *o .Ood can justify anything. 

No Program 

TB» main point, however, 4s not who killed Hal- 
•olm, but why could he ,be killed? In the literal 
•mm, of .courae, any man .can be killed, but why 
was Malcolm particularly vulnerable? The answer 
to this question .makes of Malcolm’s death tragedy 
oTthe sharpest kind, and in the literal Greek sense. 
Liberals .and Elijah have tried to make Me Ki m A 
victim of hie own ■(non-existent) doefrinw of vio* 
mice. This is totally wrong and totally hypocritical. 
Malcolm was the most dynamic nations! leader to 
haw appeared in ■America in the last decade. Com- 
pared with him the famous Kennedy personality was 
• flimsy cardboard creation of money, publicity 
makeup, and the media. Malcolm had none of these! 
hut a righteous cause and Iron character forged by 
white America ip the fire of discrimination, addlo- 
non, prison, and incredible calumny. Me had a dif- 
wcult to define but almoet tangible attribute called

.charisma. When you heard Malcolm ap eak, even 
when you heard him say things that were wrong and 
-confusing, you wanted to believe. Malcolm could 
move men deeply. Be waa the stuff of which 
leaders are made. Commencing his public life in the 
context of the apolitical, irrational religioeity and 
racial mysticism of the Muslim movement, 'ins break 
toward _ political ness and rationality was alow, pain- 
ful, and terribly incomplete. It is useless to speculate 
on how far it would have gone had he lived. He had 
entered prison a burglar, an addict and a victim. He 
emerged a Muslim and a free man forever. Elijah 
Muhammad and the Lost-Found Nation of Islam 
were thus inextricably bound up with his personal 
•mancipation. In any event at the time of his death 
he had not yet developed a clear, explicit and ration- 
al social program. Nor had be led his follower* in 
the kind of transitional atruggle necessary to the 
creation of a successful mass movement. Lacking 
■uch a program, be could not develop cadres based on 
program. What cadre be had waa based on Malcolm 
H,t4 ^ and frved by the power structure, 

- and the focus of the paranoid feelingi of his forme? 
colleagues, his charisma made him dangerous, and 
, ““ ° f deve! °P cd program and cadre made him 
vulnerable. His death by violence had a high order 
m probability, a* he himself clearly felt
